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Town meeting warrant 
has some interesting articles 


Four articles in the warrant 
for the annual town meeting, 
which. will be discussed 
Wednesday night, merit a lit- 
tle more than the usual atten- 
tion. In part they are proposed 
answers to the problems of 
Proposition 2!2. 

They and the rest of the 24 
article warrant are to be 
discussed Wednesday night in 
the conference room of the 
public library, by the Wilm- 
ington Finance Committee. 
The hearing begins at 7:30. 
The particular articles are 
those numbered 12, 13, 14 and 
15. 

Article 12 is a petition to the 
legislature asking that it not 
appropriate more for the state 
budget this year (Fiscal Year 
1982) than it did for Fiscal 
Year 1981. It further asks that 
the expected savings of 
$350,000,000 that will probably 
result be redistributed to the 
cities and towns of the Com- 
monwealth, to increase local 
aid, 

State Rep. Jim Miceli has 
been talking of this article for 
weeks. He told some papers 
that he and Rep. Gerry Cohen 
of Andover were workign on it. 
Popularly the article is being 
credited to Rep. Cohen. Many 
towns in Massaehusetts will 
have the article in the warrant 
for their annual town 
meetings. In Wilmington Rep. 
Miceli, Rep. Michael Barrett 
and Senator Bob Buell have all 
spoken to the selectmen on the 
wisdom of including the arti- 
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the annual 


cle in town 
meeting. 

If the town meeting votes 
the article, and if a lot of other 
town meetings vote the arti- 
cle, and if the legislature takes 
the hint, and if the governor 
does not exercise his power of 
veto for some reason or other 
there may be a lot of com- 
munities in Massachusetts 
that will receive more money 
from the state, in this year of 
2% 

Article 13 seeks to sort of put 
the town into the real estate 
business. There are some 
empty schools named, and if 
the town votes the article the 
selectmen will find 


themselves being real estate 
agents. 


Sell the old public library, 
built in 1833. Sell the old Harn- 
den Tavern, built in 1775, a ge- 
nuine Underground Railway 
Station in the days before the 
Civil War. Sell the old High 
School, now called the Swain 
School. And the Walker 
School, the Mildred Rogers 
School, the old Center School, 
the old West School, and the 
old South School. Oh, yes, add 
the Buzzell School. 

If the town meeting votes in 
favor, it may be presumed 
that some of the buildings will 
be sold, and that will be money 
in the town treasurery that 
does not come (directly) from 
the taxpayers. 


FEATURE HOME OF THE 
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Article 14 is also intended to 
be a money maker, but 
perhaps not as much money is 
involved. 

A year ago the selectmen of 
Wilmington had an article in 
the town warrant asking that 
some of the fees charged by 
the town clerk be increased. 
This was voted,‘ in town 
meeting. 

The selectmen and town 
manager now want to do this 
again. If voted by the town 
meeting, and if they conform 
to Chapter 262 of the General 
Laws, the fees to be taken in 
by the Town Clerk may be in- 
creased in value. 

What kind of fees? Well, 
there are’ wedding licenses, 
and dog licenses, to name two 
of them. 

Article 15 may be come a 
No-No. 

It seeks to make the Recrea- 
tion and Park facilities self- 
supporting, by creating a 
“revolving” fund and charg- 
ing fees. It proposes to follow 
the provisions of Chapter 44, 
Section 53D of the 
Massachusetts General Laws. 

However, it turns out that 
there is another law, one 
which is expected to become a 
law soon. It is “‘coming down 
the pike” in the words of one 
man. 

If the new law is better, 
there may be some discussion 
of it, tonight, in the Finance 
Committee hearing. 

The new law is now going 
through the halls of the state 
legislature. At the moment, it 
is understodd, it is in the Local 
Affairs committee. 

The four articles, being pro- 
posed largely by the twon 
manager and selectmen, all 
have the same aim. Increase 
the revenues of Wilmington 
from any source except taxes. 
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New library board chosen; 
Mrs. Callan retains seat 


Wilmington still does not 
have a sworn Board of Library 
Trustees, but there has been 
some movement toward the 
appointing of a board. 

Town Manager Sterling 
Morris said on Wednesday 
that he had not contacted 
everyone on his list of possible 
trustees, but that he did have a 
lits. 

Most noteworthy on the list 
is the name of Mrs. Shirley 
Callan. After months of con- 
troversy, the previous board 
of library trustees on 
February 18 voted to censure 
her and request her removal 
from office. Town Manager 
Sterling Morris took no action, 
either to remove or to reap- 
point her. After she was not 
removed from office, the other 
five members of the board 
resigned last month. 

Mrs. Callan’s term on the 
board expired March 31. Dur- 


ing the past month, there has 
been a great deal of pressure 
directed toward the town 
manager on Mrs. Callan’s

This article was passed 
and when the plant is completed and 
6n tine our quantity of water will be in- 
creased by as much as two million 
gallons per day and the TCE con-

It is still important that we adhere 
tostrict regulations in order to protect 
our ‘water supplies. Further, it 
is important that those pumping sta- 
tions not affected by the treatment 
plant undergo certain renovations 
necessary to improve their efficiency. 

As a Selectman, I recognize the 
outstanding efforts of our water and 
sewer commission and support them 
in their efforts to further protect our 
ground water supply.

When one thinks of Russia, im: 
mediately an image of a gray and cold 
society comes to mind. That is what we 
‘are led to believe the Soviet Union is tike. 
Some people are under the false im: 
pression that the sun never shines over 
Russia. Even more surprising is that 


even more seem to feel that the people 
and their way of life is as cold and harsh 
as the stance their government has taken 
inreeent years toward our country. 

However, taken as individuals, the 
Russian people are as warm and life 
loving a group as any on earth. In many 
cases their outward behavior toward 
foreigners is reserved, and, in fact, 
sometimes curt; but within the confines 
of their immediate family and closest 
friends, they drop their overprotective 
shields. 

‘They are a people that have a 
fascination with bigness. Their statues 
are big, their streets are big, the biggest 
cars are a source of envy, and they have 
@ fine’taste for the very best. This may 
surprise some people who have heard for 
80 long that one of the basic tenets of 
Soviet life is to ““do without,"’ but their 
sense of quality remains undulled. 

Westerners can see some of the more 
obvious results of the Russian ideal of 
perfection in the many touring groups 
that have performed in foreign coun: 
tries, and through the Soviet Union's 
great success in the recent Olympiads. 
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But others much older than Alis are trying as 
hard to learn to play a musical instrument.

learn an instrument

Do you find yourself in front of the 
music book counter and dreaming you 
could play one of the popular songs you 
see In a songbook’ 

Do you own a recorder, harmonica or 
Amie “Whoo Whoo" Ginsberg slide 
whistle and wish you could play it 
properly? 

Does an upright piano sit in your 
garage and all you can do is clean it with 
Liquid Gold furniture polish from time to 
time? 

Don't give up on these musical fan- 
tasies. It’s never too late to learn how to 
play a musical instrument 

Music industry surveys count about 50 
million Amercians who say that they 
play some kind of musical instrument, 
and the number is growing by about 6 per 
cent each year. 

Of course, the majority of these 
Americans are school children, but the 
age of musical students has moved up 
significantly in the last decade, and 
music teachers say that adults- either 
new to music or returning after a 
harrowing childhood exposure to an 
instrument- represent more and more of 
the teaching load. 

If you want to learn an instrument, be 
prepared to work at it. A minimum of 
one 45 minute or hour lesson per week 
plus at least one hour's practice five 
days a week is the rock bottom amount of 
work necessary 

Be aware, too, that no matter how 
disciplined you are, you are unlikely to 
become a really good instrumentalist 
Like dancers and athletes, musicians 


have to be started young: it's a matter of 
musculature. Adults simply can't 
manage the physical demands without 
years of early training, and they are 
disappointed when they can't develop as 
fast as a 10-year-old can, The only ex- 
ception? Voice training. Voice is the 
second or third most popular instrument 
after piano or guitar among adults 

But if you won't be great, you can be 
OK, provided you work at it and have 
some natural equipment. If your sense of 
pitch is uncertain - and a teacher can 
spot that immediately- think twice 
before studying voice or the unfretted 
stringed instruments such as violin 
Without mechanical aids to pitch such as 
guitar frets or plano keys, you'll never 
make music. 

‘Some sense of rhythm - the intervals 
between notes and how they relate - also 
is necessary, though it's a little less 
critical. Physical coordination is also 
important 

It's true that you can learn an in 
strument merely by learning to read 
music. “All you need to know,"” says one 
teacher, ‘is that the staff has five lines 
and four spaces”. But some music 
theory is an enormous help in spotting 
your own mistakes, 

Be mindful that experts are very 
dubious about adults launching on a 
course of study in violin or any other 
unfretted stringed instrument. It takes 
enormous physical technique to hit the 
right note consistently. ‘The double: 
reeded woodwinds are also somewhat 
difficult 

Still, the winds are easier to make 
simple music on than are the strings, and

Everyone wants proper disposal of 
hazardous wastes, but who wants a 
| site in his neighborhood - or even 
his town 

Not, apparently 
New Hampshire 

Stablex Corporation, which processes 
hazardous wastes into a nontoxic, cement 
or rocklike substance, planned to build a 
facility in the New Hampshire town, It 
acquired an abandoned sand and gravel 
pit in Hookset and anticipated routine 
approval by town boards. 

But aroused public opinion resulted in a 
rejection February 3 by the town planning 
board of a construction permit, The matter 
could wind up in court 

Whatever the outcome in Hookset, it 
appears the Stablex system will have its 
chance in the United States. The firm 
developed its process in England in 197 
and it operates three waste-treatment 
facilities in that country 

Construction on the first Stablex plant in

*1500 - 100,000 B.1.U. 
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the US began last November in Groveland, 
Michigan, and a permit has been obtained 
for a facility in Ascension Parish 
Louisiana, The company is seeking 
licenses for two other sites - one in Houston

Besides the Hookset situation, local 
opposition has arisen in other communities 
where Stablex facilities are proposed 
Despi advertising by the 
company in local media, many citizens 
remain unaware of the Stablex process or 
unconvinced that itis safe 

In Groveland, after the Stablex plant 
was approved in accordance with a local 
ordinance, citizen pressure brought about 
a change in the law in an attempt to block 
the facility. The company challenged the 
action in court and won, but the city has 
appealed that decision, Meanwhile, 
construction continues.

One advantage of having an open unit 
separdte from the other Human Services 
units, according to, , is it allows the 
hospital remote patient needs in the 
earlier stages of illness. 

“We have an opportunity to intervene in 
the progression of alcoholism,” notes 
MeeLee, “perhaps before a patient loses 
his job or family relationships break 
down.”

Phobia - rhabdophobia -

For the past few weeks we have had the 
opportunity to examine several of the 
more common phobias which have 
devastated many individuals. Many lives 
have been forced into society's woodwork 
because the average person does not 
understand the nature nor the effects of a 
phibbia, The phobic, as a consequence, 
becomes an object of ridicule and 
misunderstanding. “What do you mean,”” 
says a family member, “that we cannot go 
to the Cape because you're upset and 
nervous from travelling in the car. I'm not 
Going to waste my money nor my vacation. 
SoI'll take the kids and go alone. You stay 
home — if that’s the way you want it." As a 
result, not only do we see a phobia in ac 
tion, but now we have a budding marriage 
problem! 

While hodophobia, or travel phobia, 
clutches many unsuspecting people who 
live in our quick-living, rapid-paced 
society on wheels, there are phobias which 
only affect a small number of people and 
are rare, Some can be perplexing and 
difficult to imagine, as was the case 
recently when a lady asked, “Where do 
you go if you have phobia of bathrooms?” 
Others can remain cryptic and masked for 
years without realizing that at the deepest 
level the emotional reactions were a result 
‘of a phobia. Gynophobia, the fear of 
women, of autophobia, the fear of being to 
arrogant and egotistical, are examples of 
the type of phobias which may, un: 
fortunately, be treated under a different 
guise 

Sometimes we encounter individuals 
who do not want to work and who avoid an 
occupation at any cost. They often are 
terminated after a brief attempt to have a 
relationship with the working world, They 
are not really lazy, but they have an honest 
fear of work and what they fantasize may 
happen in the work setting. To misin 
terpret this behavior and not be sensitive 
to the emotional strife may result ina very 
damaging situation. 

‘An increasing number of senior citizens 
are developing the symptoms of a phobia 
which was once quite rare, Our television 
and newspaper reporters are devoting 
much .more attention to the seniors who 
live in housing for the elderly. Interviews

are evidencing more widespread fear of 
being beaten up, rhabdophobia. The in- 
crease of crime, the economic inflation 
and the high cost of living on a fixed in- 
come contribute to the realistic fear 
churning in the hearts of our elderly. Being 
robbed and beaten can be a very traumatic 
fantasy for those who feel defenseless and 
fragile. 

There are also phobias which are more 
common than we'd like to admit only 
because sé many are afraid to share the 
inner feelings to another person. Very 
recently a lady shared an experieace 
which was frightening. “I was driving 
along 128 at about noontime, Everything 
seemed beautiful and I was feeling great 
because I had received some exceedingly 
good news at work. Then it happened,” she 
said, pausing and becoming very quiet and 
sad. “I began to see myself in a major 
automobile accident, badly broken up and 
fearful that I would die before help 
arrived, It was so real to me and I could 
vividly see all the details happening tome. 
1 thought I had snapped."" While the ex- 
perience wrecked her day, in our sub- 
sequent discussion she was able to un- 
derstand what had happened and felt very 
relieved 

At college there was a classmate who 
was troubled and fearful whenever he 
heard bells. He developed a severe phobia 
of bells and would actually grab his head in 
response. It was quite a process to find 
someone who would believe his difficulty 
and assist-him with therapy. Tranquilizers 
and diagnostic testing did not help him 
through his emotional pain. Instead, he 
was “cured” as he looked daily to his* 
dream images produced by the un: 
conscious 

Many people feel that the number 
thirteen is unlucky. In some office 
buildings there is no thirteenth floor 
However, there are some individuals who 
are more than superstitutious, they have a 
phobia about having thirteen people sitting 
around a table to eat. Several years ago a 
client shared an incidence from her past 
“My grandmother never liked to eat with 
thirteen people at a table,” she said 
“Then one Thanksgiving she came to our 
house toeat. She was quite old. In the 
middle of the dinner she looked around and 
discovered that she was the: thirteenth 
person, and last, to arrive to the table. 
‘Then she calmly told us that she would die 
that year and she did."" Her grandmother 
was one of very few people who experience 
triskaidekaphobia, the fear of thirteen 
people dining together 

‘There are many many phobias which 
are never verbalized. In some respects 
this is thoroughly understandable because 
no One likes to be teased. We can only 
imagine what others would say if we were

Therefore, these individuals rarely 
attempt to procure therapy and con- 
sequently live a life of needless 
frustration, trying to avoid these strange 
objects or situations which ignite the 
phobic reaction. It seems more acceptable 
to have agoraphobia or claustrophobia 
Therefore, therapy becomes an option 
more readily available 

Hopefully, we might become more 
understanding of those who face phobias 
and become emotionally or physically 
immobilized. Possibly the next time we go 
to pay our last respects during the visiting 
hours at the funeral home, we might 
become aware and more sensitive to some 
friend who had to smoke a cigarette out 
side because he experienced necrophobia, 
the fear of corpses. Fear is one of the most 
devastating of emotions and to witness 
someone else consumed with deep fear is 
no happy situation. The large majority 
tend to deal with friends or associates who 
have phobias by denial or ridicule. But 
fear is earth-shaking and life-shattering 
‘The most beautiful gesture we might make 
to someone who experiences a phobic 
reaction, whether common or unique, is 
the act of love, the bond of friendship and 
the belief that there is hope

the saying goes. Which certainiy supports 
the Russian roulette theory that was 
dramatized to the hilt in the movie “The 
Deerhunter.” 

A question I have remaining out of all 
this is how will President Reagan, who is 
‘opposed to gun control, feel about han 
dguns now? Moreover, this assassination 
attempt, even though nobody has yet died 
as a result of the attempt, will surely stir 
up more talk in favor of restoring the death 
penalty across the country. The accused 
assassin, if found guilty, could get life in 
prison (in most states that means he would 
be eligible for parole in as few as seven 
years, although it is not likely that he 
would be paroled). Right wing fervor in 
these times of austerity make the idea of 
execution in cases like this one more 
desirable than keeping the prisoner locked 
up in a country club-like setting at about a 


hundred thousand dollars a year for the 
rest of his life. 

None of this argument would even be 
necessary if the FBI had done its job. That 
is, if it had reported to the Secret Service 
that the accused had been arrested last 
August in Tennessee trying to board a 
plane with three handguns in his 
possession. With positive identification of 
recently arrested, potentially dangerous 
individuals who are believed to pose a 
threat to the President, the Secret Service 
might have spotted the accused man 
beforehand and prevented the shooting. 

Furthermore, I find it hard to believe 
that the man accused of shooting the 
President was allowed to get as close as 
the media people were to the President. 
There should always be at least two areas 
cordoned off by the Secret Service: one for 
the media people (twelve feet away, which 
the Secret Service says is routine), and the 
other well behind the press area for the 
general public. The need for the two 
separate areas was supported by the CBS 
reporter who had complained to police just 
before the President emerged from the 
door to the hotel for VIPs that there were 
too many people interfering with the duties

In the space of two weeks we saw 
enough art in the museums of the Soviet 
Ufion to make an aficionado’s head spin 
Catherine the Great's Winter Palace in 
Leningrad, which is a part of the Her 
mitage, is as impressive as any of the 
contemporary museums in this country 

‘There was no doubt that the Russians 
love their art, and the government ob- 
viously realizes it. They are subsidizing 
a massive effort to refurbish some of the 
more ornate palaces destroyed during 
World War II, and encourage excellence 
in the performing arts. 

‘The first performance our tour group 
had the pleasure to witness was held in 
Moscow at the Palace of Congresses 
the Kremlin Theatre). For those of 
you who saw pictures of Soviet party 
leader Leonid Breshnev speaking before 
the Supreme Soviet a few weeks back 
you should be vaguely familiar with the 
building. In addition to being an en. 
tertainment palace, the P of C serves as 
the official meeting place of the Russian 
government 

It is a large, glass-fronted structure, 

with modernistic designs, and a series of 
large meeting rooms which all lead 
eventually) to the main theatre. The 
wood-panelled walls slant outward to 
envelop a series of red-cushioned seats, 
all complete with their own earphone 
jacks. The theatre has two levels, and we 
were situated in the side mezzanine on 
the right 

The Birch Tree Dance Troupe gave a 

“tremendous” performance ‘my 
notebook is filled with similar 
Superlatives describing the event) in 
portraying the various folk dances of 
Russia. The acrobatics combined in the 
dancing underlines the Soviet ap: 
preciation- for being entertained in a 
daring, grand manner, and the Birch 
‘Tree troupe was grandly recieved by the 
large audience . 

One of the less pleasdnt aspects of a 
night out in Moscow \or anywhere else in 
the Soviet Union, for that matter), is the 
wild rush to the coat racks to claim your 
outer garments. Top coats aren't 
allowed in the theatre, and you are 
obliged to leave them and your hat, ete. 
in a check room. No matter how sen 
timental and appreciative the Russians 
may seem during an especially good 
performance, you can be sure that's all 
forgotten when they squeeze past you in

The crush is so great that for large 
groups the crowd is roped off at intervals 
to give the first group time to disperse 
before the next wave of people rolls in. 

Our next outing was an opera in Kiev, 
at the Ukrainian National Opera House 
The operetta was “Don Kossacka,” a 
relatively insignificant piece about a 
drunkard who is bestowed a favor by a 
sultan and eventually wins back the 
graces of the girl he loves. That cap- 
sulization ts much abbreviated, but, then 
again, since the opera was sung in 
Ukrainian I'm pretty pleased 1 un 
derstood that much 

‘The Opera House was quite a bit more 
ornate and gilded as compared to the 
stark simplicity of the Kremlin Theatre. 
It was similar to many American 
theatres in design, except that the 
balconies contain a maximum of three 
rows, There are anywhere from four to 
six levels. My seat was quite good, being 
in the fourth row center on the floor 

In Thilisi, after a great dinner of 

marinated beef on a sword, we saw a 
modernistic floor show that combined 
Georgian folk dance with Western rock 
music. The songs were original, but a lot 
of the instruments that we heard being 
played weren't up there on stage. We 
later found out that they had been 
recorded and mixed in with the live 
music. The costumes were a little corny 
the men wearing Knights of the Round 
Table armor and the women flowing 
chiffon robes - but the dancing was 
spirited and choreographed well. Af 
terward, members of the group came out 
for an ad lib jam session featuring 
muddy waters blues and rock. The one 
word of English used was, not sur- 
prisingly- “Baby, baby, baby.” 

Perhaps the greatest live performance 
I have ever seen in my life occurred the 
next night in Tbilisi, at the Intourist 
Hotel. We were guests of the head of 
Intourist in Soviet Georgia | Intourist is 
the state-run tourist agency which 
handles all tours, accommodations, etc. 
for foreign visitors). After another 
fabulous meal, spiced with toasts of 
vodka and the Georgian's delicious 
champagne, the Mtskheta Performers 
took (0 the floor in our small, private 
dining room 

‘The room was a small, wood-panelied 
enclosure just off the main hallway of the 
hotel, and inconspicuous enough to be 
missed if you didn’t look closely enough 
for it. Our large tables were situated on 
an upper level which took up one half of 
the room in a right angle of floor space. 
Down below was a granite floor which 
was used as the stage. 

The first act came jumping through 
the doors and onto the hard floor and 
started doing some incredible dances to 
the simple beat of a few tom-toms and 
cymbals. The dancers bounced up and 
down on their knees, walked on their toes 
‘imagine doing this all on the sidewalks 
in front of your home), skidded past each 
other, leaped over one another, and put 
‘on a show that left us breathless. 

After that. in rapid succession, came 
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of the press. One of those doing the in- 
terfering had been the man who is now 
accused of shooting President Reagan. 

Some of you may be wondering why I'm 
not using the name of the man who is 
accused of trying to assassinate the 
President. The reason is simple: guys like 
him, in my opinion, are sick. Perhaps they 
have a subconscious death wish; they're 
hoping to become immortal legends by 
killing somebody like the President. But if 
you remove the prospect of immortality — 
i.e., not identify the person by name — 
then at least a significant number of these 
crackpots would be eliminated and the 
odds of the President getting killed would 
be reduced. It also means that, in spite of 
our insatiable appetite for bad news and to 
know all the facts, we would not learn the 
name of somebody who commits a hideous 
crime like an assassination of a President 
A no-name assassin spells mortality, not 
immortality 

‘Andy Warhol once said that everybody 
deserves fifteen minutes of fame, The guy 
who tried to kill the President has gotten 
more than his share of fame. He'll never 
get a millisecond of recognition in my 
column. 


virtuoso singers, a flutist and a pair or 
young balalaika players whose com: 
bined talents were beautiful to hear, 
more incredible dancing, and then a 
mock sword fight-dance - with real 
swords! - which had the audience 
gasping as the sparks flew from the 
clanging weapons. 

Bruce Van Dusen, the editor of the 

Kokomo (Indiana) Journal, then 
requested of our Intourist hosts an in: 
formal get-together with the performers, 
“We don't wish to discuss politics,"" 
said through our interpreter, Natasha, 
“put rather their great art."” 
So, after a brief consultation, the 
leaders of the Mtskheta group came and 
sat with us for a half hour of enthralling 
conversation. Our group asked them 
various questions on their art, they 
answered, and then they asked questions 
of us. It was the best opportunity we had 
on the whole trip to actually sit down in a 
convivial situation and talk with the 
Russians. 

‘Two days later; in Leningrad, on an 
free evening, a group of us bought tickets 
for the Circus on Ice at the Sports 
Palace. The building was a small: 3-5000- 
seat) structure, but very modern and 
clean. The colors were bright and 
cheerful, and the costumes were also 
lively. As opposed to American ice 
shows, the Russian version puts more 
emphasis on stunts rather than skating. 
Itis a virtual circus, with high-wire acts, 
live bear acts (a great memory was of 
two teams of bears playing hockey), and 
clowns that had the whole audience 
laughing 

‘The following night we saw areal treat 

the Kirov Ballet (Mikhail Baryshnikov 
got his start here). The performance was 
“Bayadera,” which can be seen in this 
country as well, It is set in India, and the 
costumes and scenery were quite lavish 
‘The prima ballerina was superb, and, 
despite several small flaws, “Bayadera’ 
proved to be quite enjoyable 

The Russians obviously enjoyed the 
performance quite a bit, as we 
discovered first hand their habit of ap: 
plauding enthusiastically - through 
several encores and eyen during the 
middie of a scene - for anything 
reasonably well doge. During 
““Bayadera”’ there were several encores 
that lasted three and four rounds. Each 
time, a rythmic clapping would start and 
get progressively louder until the star, or 
stars, appeared. 

On our final evening in the Soviet 
Union, back in Moscow, we saw perhaps 
the least enjoyed of all the performances 
we'd seen in, of all places, the Bolshoi. A 
rather dull opera entitled the Stone 
Guest was playing, and, perhaps 
because we were running out of energy 
at this late stage in our ‘joufney, the 
predominantly black and grey colors of 
the set and costumes contributed to our 
boredom. Even the Russians didn't 
respond in quite the same enthusiastic 
manner that we'd been accustomed to 
Every great theatre has its bad days, I 
suppose 

In all, our many experiences with the 
Russian performing arts proved that not 
only do the Soviet citizens appreciate 
entertainment, they have a discerning 
eye and ear for the very best.

A 
pleasing instrument from Korea or 
Japan can be had for as little as 125 
dollars, and prices rise all the way to a 
top-grade Martin guitar for upwards of 
2,000 dollars. 


In stringed instruments, prices for 
good-quality fiddles are high A new 
Czech or German violin, complete with 
bow and case, costs about 500 dollars. 
Professionals, of course, play violins 
that start at 1,000 dollars and rise into the 
Stradivarian stratosphere of antique 
instruments from the legendary 17th and 
18th century Cremona, Italy workshops. 


Pianos and organs are in another 
range altogether, although you can buy a 
reasonably good spinet for about 1,200 
dollars. The spinet is the smallest of the 
upright pianos, which means that the 
sounding board on which the strings are 
stretched is mounted vertically behind 
the keyboard instead of horizontally, as 
in a grand piano, The longer the soun- 
ding board, the longer the strings and 
thus the more volume and tonal richness 
you get. A spinet sounding board is 37 
inches high while the console - the most

Tax reform under Reagan reviewed 


The Retired Men's Club of Wakefield 
met Wednesday morning, March 25 at the 
First Parish Congregational Church of 
Wakefield. The speaker, Mr. John E. 
Conroy with Peat, Marwick, Mitchell and 
Company, was introduced by Richard 
Taylor, Ist Vice-President. Mr. Conroy's 
subject was “Tax Reforms under 
President Reagan". In addition to Mr. 
Conroy's responsibilities and involvement 
with institutions for tax planning, he is also 
involved in other areas of tax practice 
including corporate reorganizations, in- 
ome and estate tax planning for in 
dividuals, valuations of closely held stock, 
problems of tax-exempt organizations 
Such as hospitals, universities and 
charitable foundations, He lectures on 
Jaxes at Boston College and is active in 
civic, business and professional 
organizations. 

Mr, Conroy had much to say on his 
subject of tax reforms for the future in- 
cluding changes from former President 
Carter, Carter had 38 tax reform 
proposals, and only one passed, the 
elimination of gasoline tax as a deduction 
bn individual ineome tax deductions. 
There was really no tax reform under 
Carter. 

He mentioned taxes of special interest to 
fetired men, Federal and state taxes. 
When a person dies, there is no Federal 
estate tax if under $175,000. Should one 
have a will? Yes, it should be joint if 
married.

one's principal residence. If one has lived 
there in the last three years of five years 
and you are over 55 years of age, the first 
$100,000 or less will be tax free, no federal 
or Massachusetts tax, If you are over 65 
and had the residence for five out of the 
eight years, you can still use the 
100,000 exclusion of gain, if you sell the 
house before July 1, 1981 

Regarding Social Security, one can earn 
$5,500 in 1981 and not suffer reduction in 
social security benefits. If 72 years old 


there is no limit. Starting in 1981-1982, you 
can exclude from taxable income, interest 
and dividends of $200 if single, or $400 if 
married from any source of income, and 
this will be increased in the future 

Regarding President Reagan's proposed 
“Let's Reduce Tax Rates", If single, the 
first $3,300 is exempt. If 65 years or over, 
up to $4,300 is exempt. If married and one 
is over 65, you get $3,400 up to $6,400 
deductible. If both married and over 65, 
you go up to $7,400 of taxable income 
before you have to pay a tax. President 
Reagan wants a tax cut of 5 percent in 
1981, 15 percent in 1982, 25 percent in 1983, 
and 30 percent by 1984. Mr. Conroy did not 
say whether this would be done.

In search of statements 


By DANKENNEDY 


Meaningful Statements, in music and 
in life, can sometimes be pompous and 
boring 

Most of the music I enjoy, 1 must ad- 
mit, is full of Meaningful Statements. My 
favorite rock musician, Bruce 
Springsteen, and my favorite jazz artist 
McCoy Tyner, turn their music into 
‘statements of their perception of life. 

But sometimes the heaviness gets to be 
too much, and | want to listen to music 
just for the sake of listening to music 
good playing, good singing and good 
times. 

Two recently released albums - one 
rock, one jazz - are perfect distillations 
of this spirit and make for some of the 
best listening of the season. 


Rockpile: ‘Seconds of Pleasure’ 
You know you haven't picked up your 


typical teenage lust album as soon as you 
pick up Seconds of Pleasure by Rockpile 


as though they are pushing 40, 
Rockpile, in fact, is a band that's been 
around for quite a few years. Because of 
contractural problems, Seconds of 
Pleasure is the first album they have 
ever been able to record under the name 
Rockpile. But the band has long been a 
vehicle for rockabilly guitarist-singer 
Dave Edmunds and bassist-writer- 
producer-singer Nick Lowe. 

The best thing about Seconds of 
Pleasure, though, is what's inside - pure 
rock and roll that gets back to its country 
roots more effectively than any rock 
album I've heard in years. That's only 
fitting, I suppose, since Lowe is married 
to country singer Carlene Carter, who is 
the step-daughter of Johnny Cash. 

The most attractive quality of the 
album is {ts sparse instrumentation. 
Make no mistake about it - the music 
rocks with a vengeance. But  sur- 
prisingly, an electric guitar is scarcely 
heard, as the sound is propelled by 
Edmund's acoustic guitar and oc- 
casional keyboards, Billy Bremner’s 


acoustic guitar, Lowe's thumping bass 
and Terry Williams's unbelievable 
drumming. The man is simply one of the 
best drummers I have ever heard, and 
his playing here is a true revelation 

As befits the mood of the album, the 
songs are insubstantial throwaways, 
played and sung with loving care. From 
the sly ‘Teacher Teacher" to the 
pulsating “If Sugar Was as Sweet as 
You" to the sentimental “Heart,” 
Seconds of Pleasure seeks to please 

None of the members of Rockpile, with 
the possible exception of Edmunds, is a 
great singer. Byt their voices com 
plement each other perfectly. Edmunds 
belts it out in a Carl Perkins-style rave- 
up, while Lowe sings with more of a 
lowdown country twang. Bremner sings 
only one song, Lowe's “Heart,” but he 
really makes the most of it - despite a 
mediocre voice, his is arguably the most 
enthusiastic singing on the album. 

Most of the material is penned by 
Lowe, and his two best, “Now and 
Always” and “When I Write the Book," 
show off his wry wit to advantage. While 
not quite as bizarre as his solo hit from 
last summer, “Cruel to be Kind," both 
tunes show a loony, schizophrenic at. 
titude towards women. 

Rockpile has been unfairly saddled 
with a New Wave image - probably 
because Lowe has produced Elvis 
Costello and Edmunds has performed 
Costello material on his own albums. 

Seconds of Pleasure is the antithesis of 
nihilistic New Wave. It's just simple, 
good-time rock and roll the way it was 
meant to be played. 

By the way, as a bonus, a four-song

Pat Metheny: ‘80-81’ 


Jazz is so frequently taken to be an 
intellectual excursion for elitists these 
days that Pat Metheny's album is like a 
breath of fresh air. 

T have never heard any of the albums 
by the Pat Metheny Group. But the 
quality of the sidemen the young 
guitarist had attracted for 90-81 in- 
trigued me, and I picked up the album 


more on their reputation than 
Metheny’s. 
No doubt about it - he has picked up 


some awesome talent for this outing 
Jack DeJohnette, a legendary drummer 
most frequently compared to the great 
Elvin Jones, is here. So is Charlie Haden, 
a frontline bassist for more than 20 
years, And two tenor saxophonists - a 
veteran (Dewey Redman) and a young 


star who is still improving (Mike 
Brecker) - share the chores on this two- 
record set 


While it was the quality of the band 
that attracted me to 80-81, it was 
Metheny himself who got me hooked. 

Most of 80-81 consists of driving, 
straight-ahead jazz. Yet Metheny 
commits what is almost a heresy in a 
musical era that appreciates 
pyrotechnics more than sublilty - he 
plays acoustic guitar on nearly every 
track, mixing up the guitar tracks in the 
studio so he can be heard over the din 
created by DeJohnette, Haden, Redman 
and Brecker. 

What's more, he pulls it off and proves 
he can use an acoustic guitar with more 
coloring, shading and sheer emotional 
expressiveness than such one 
dimensional electric guitarists as John 
McLaughlin 

The highlights are “Two Folk Songs," 
with the first being a melodically barren 
piece that turns into a fascinating study 
in rhythm, and the second being a 
beautiful guitar-bass melodic interlude; 
“Every Day (1 Thank You)," with a 
cathartic solo by Brecker; and ‘Goin’ 
Ahead," a too-short double-tracked 
guitar duet which closes the album. 

One warning - if you're not used to free 
jazz, you may have to listen to 80-81 a few 
times before you can pick up on 
everything that's going on. DeJohnette 
creates an amazing racket, and it takes 
awhile before you can appreciate all the 
different things he is doing to both back 
the band rhythmically and add melodic 
embellishments.

Solar houses gain a following

Passive solar energy may finally be 
shaking its “suburban chic” image. It 
appears to be poised to leap out of the 
pages of Sunset magazine into the more 
mundane world of the tract home. 

This transformation could reduce 
energy bills for hundreds of new 
homeowners and provide a significant new 
source of energy savings for the nation. 

For a number of years, passive solar 
design has played the poor relation to 
lactive solar systems - the flat-plate 
collector on the roof with its maze of 
pumps, pipes, and tanks, So-called passive 
systems use south-facing windows to 
gather winter sunlight, concrete’ and 

asonry floors or walls to retain this heat 

ernight, and various combinations of

thermal shutters, skylights, and vents to 
control the inside temperature. 

Only in the last year or so has the 
passive approach come into its own. 
Evidence for passive solar's growing 
acceptability among the nation's home- 
builders comes from a program initiated 
by the Solar Energy Research Institute 
(SERD), Currently, thousands of Denver 
residents are trooping through 12 model 
passive homes as part of a special tour. 

A $150,000 SERI program was the key. 
“Essentially, we acted as a catalyst 
bringing passive solar designers together 
with reputable developers,” explains 
Bruce Baccei of SERI. He and his staff did 
not try to tell the designers how to design 
or the builders how to build 

“When I first heard of the program, 1 
was reluctant because I didn’t want to get

involved in a lot of red tape,” recalls John 
Kurowski, one of the builders involved 
But after attending an orientation 
meeting, his worries evaporated, he says 

“The SERI people convinced us that we 
could produce passive solar homes today 
in 13 different ways, 13 different styles, 
and for 13 different prices,” Mr. Kurowski 
explains. 

Many of the builders participating in the 
program realize that their market is 
changing radically and that they must 
change with it. And passive solar homes, 
which cost 5 to 10 percent more than a well: 
insulated conventional home but may save 
as much as 60 percent on heating costs, 
appear to be selling well even in the 
depressed market of recent months. 

The builders involved presold 15 of these 
homes even before the tour for Denverites

began. Most of the dwellings are not 
constructed yet. 

‘Solar homes have tended to be expensive 
and experimental. While a number of 
dwellings of this sort were built as part of 
the SERI program, there are also several 
moderately priced houses. The prices for 
the dozen ranges from $56,500 for a 1,200- 
square-foot town house to $199,000 for 
3,200-square-foot residence. 

John Meogrossi of US Homes, the 
largest homebuilder in the country and one 
of the program's participants, says his 
firm already has begun laying out tracts 
with the proper solar orientation. 

Meanwhile, Mr. Baccei is organizing 
seminars for state agencies, public 
utilities, and other organizations.

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‘80's Jury pick

There was a day last October when 
Judge David L. Cahoon got a chance to 
look at the courtroom from a different 
angle-as juror rather than judge 

He temporarily put aside his title as 
chief administrative judge of Maryland's 
Montgomery County to sit on the panel, 
hearing civil cases with fellow citizens 
from varying walks of life. 

‘And he came away from the jury room 
“impressed with the conscientiousness of 
fellow jurors and their intense desire to be 
fair.” 

Although Judge Cahoon was not the first 
member of his profession to share in this 
experience, he is somewhat of a trailblazer 
in his state as efforts are pushed to im- 
prove the jury selection system 

At least 33 states, including Maryland, 
have moved in recent years to reduce, and 
in many instances eliminate, often long- 
standing occupational exemptions which 
kept teachers, physicians, lawyers, 
elected officials, judges, and in some 
places even lighthouse keepers from being 
called. 

While there is no assurance that juries 
comprising a broader cross section of the 
community will necessarily lead to better 
verdicts, backers of the move feel it is 
fairer to all concerned. They say that 
juries now are made up a “a narrow

segment of the population and not a true 
representation of gne’s peers."” 

Proponents of certain occupational 
exemptions, such as those traditionally 
granted for police officers, firefighters, 
doctors, teachers, and clergy argue that 
these citizens are “too busy.” They con- 
tend that ‘considerable inconvenience and 
even hardship might be caused” by calling 
on these groups for jury duty. 

For these reasons, despite a shrinking of 
the “‘need not serve” categories, those 
responsible for shaping jury lists tend to 
bypass those whom they feel might find it 
difficult to get the time needed. Not in- 
frequently, too, those wishing to have jury 
‘duty have been allowed to serve. 

Such practices, which fly in the face of 
the intent of randomly selected juries, are 
increasingly coming under attack across 
the nation. 

Within recent months, two state 
supreme courts - in Massachusetts and 
New Hampshire - have ordered changes in 
the jury-selection process. 

In New Hampshire, town selectmen 
were directed to choose jurors randomly, 
rather than discriminately. 

While stopping short of similar orders, 
the Massachusetts Supreme Judicial Court 
overturned # “1978 manslaughter con- 
vietion. In its appeal, the defense charged 
that the jury-selection system used 
resulted in a disproportionate number of

Instead of ordering a new selection 
system, as was done in neighboring New 
Hampshire, the Massachusetts jystices 
called on state Attorney General Francis 
X. Bellotti to establish selection guidelines 
for counties throughout the com- 
monwealth. 

Specifically excluded is Middlesex 
County, where those called to serve are 
picked randomly by a computer from local 
voter registration lists. 

A similar discretion-free selection 
system is used in Montgomery County, 
Md., and in a growing number of places 
across the country, often as part of other 
jury reforms - including shorter length of 
service. 


Since 1972, at least 32 counties in 17 
states have gone to a one-day or one-trial 
system. This system requires jurors to 
hear only one trial, or they serve for one 
day if the cases are short. 

The latest switchover occurred in 
Camden County, N.J., and within the next 
few months Hillsborough County, Fla., 
(Tampa) will move in a similar direction 
Baltimore County, Md., and Fulton 
County, Ga., (Atlanta) may soon follow 
suit

Since most cases that go.to trial last one 
day or less, he and other proponents of 
opening up jury duty to more people 
maintain that almost anyone, regardless 
of their occupation, could spare the time if 
expected to sit on only one case. 

In Middlesex County, Mass., during the 
one-day or one-trial program, less than 5 
percent of the cases extended beyond the 
third day, according to jury commissioner 
Joseph Romanow. Mr. Romanow says that 
several judges and others who previously 
would have been ineligible have served on 
panels under the random-selection 
system. 

Despite a heavier trial load, juror 
compensation costs in the county in 1979 
and 1980 combined were less than in 1978, 
the last year under the old system, when 
those called had to be around for’ full 
month - even when not sitting on cases. 

Legislation to. empower other Massa- 
chusetts counties to implement a one-day 
or one-trial system is pending before state 
lawmakers. 

While prospective jurors in most states 
are drawn from voter registration lists, 
‘some observers contend that this narrows 
the selection. Those who do not wish to be 
called simply avoid the possibliity by 
never registering. 

Some states are either shifting to driver 
registration lists or using them in con- 
junction with voter or taxpayer listings to 
find jurors.
